MAY GOTO U. K. 

Dr. Curran Pope's Will Speci- 
fiCB That Money Must Be 
Uied for Erection of Me- 
■mrial BoildiBg at Sobm 
Kmioeky SdMol 

Louisville, Ky., Oct. 1, iINS)— 
Most of an $85,000 estate was be- 
queathed by the will of Dr Curran 
Pope, who committed suicide Sep- 
tember 31, for the erection of a me- 
morial building at "some university, 
proferaUy University of Kentucky, 
university of Louisville or Baroa 
College." Tha wlU waa probated 
Monday before Ooapty Jpdge Ban P. 
Ewing. 

Althouiili 13ortor Pope specified 
that the building stiould possess 
uUUty rather than beauty/' should 
be used for edueatlonal purposes 
along physical and adantlBo Unes 
and should tMar his full name, he 
made no mention of the manner in 
which the uuiver.sity lo Ix' his liene- 
ficlarv should be .selettetl 
^ Direet C'onaaltatlon 

He (lid, however, direct that the 
United States Trust company, which 
qualified as>«x^utor, should consult 
wtth Hiaty X Mtord and MUtoa 
YandaU abool dstalla of carrying 
out tha bavnat. 

Doctor nve speoUIed that the' 
building must be erected within 31 
years of his death and that to quali- 
fy for the bequest a university must 
pledge itself, in the event ii.s liica- 
tlon is changed, to erect at its new 
quarters a .sunilar t>ulldlBg> giving 
Doctor Pope's full name.

Cashing in on the opportunity 
gained from a blocked punt, a heads- 
up Washington and Lee team scored 
its second consecutive 7 to 0 victory 
In two years over Kentucky Saturday 
afternoon on a splatfiy, slippery Stoll 
field. Seventy punts were excliang- 
ed during tte fiagr. 

As tte "better than punt-a-mlnute 
game" went on, an estimated crowd 
of 6,000 fans watched and waited 
to see which team would crack first 
under the strain Kentucky's only 
chance to score {'ame first In the 
serond qiiarler I/>nir rerovrred a 
Washington and Lee fumble deep in 
the Oeneral's territory. Bart John- 
son gained three yards on a book 
to bring the ball to the 13-yard line. 
An oft-side penalty on the Generals 
brought the ball within 8 yards of 
the goal. Prank McCool gained a 
yard and then Johnson lost a yard. 
On fourth down McCool bucked the 
line again tMit failed by a yard of 
making first down with tte goal 
seven yards away. 

Tte Oeneral's chance came In tte 
last quarter. A swarm of Virginians 
burst through and blocked the 68th 
punt of the game. As the ball rolled 
down the field it was picked up by 
one of the Generals and despite a 
fan of interference he was dragged 
down on the 14-yard line.
